Mr.  Ware  said  that  he  thought  you  would  be  interested  in  something 
about  the  Shakespeare  Club.    My  mother  had  the  enclosed  copy  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  100th  meeting,  also  a  copy  of  a  birthday  message  from  the  Shakespeare 
Club  to  my  grandfather  on  his  85th  birthday,  consisting  of  suitable  quotations 
from  the  plays.    Again  please  don't  feel  obliged  to  use  any  of  this. 

I  enjoyed  having  a  glimpse  of  Selma  on  Monday  and  hope  to  get  up 
for  her  wedding,  May  7th.    We  are  all  so  happy  for  her.
